benefits concurrent on 
the 
carrying out of this policy to its 
logical 
conclusion 
will 
result 
equally to the farmer and the mer­ 
chant. 
It is also a part of the new poli­ 
cy to stimulate the manufactur­ 
ing and canning of farm products. 
Primarily 
the 
farmer’s 
object 
will be to 
take advantage of the 
high prices of an 
early market. 
While high 
prices 
and a steady 
market continue products will be 
shipped 
to 
markets in different 
parts of the country. 
When 
the 
market declines to a point where 
shipm ent is no longer profitable, 
the canning factories will be able 
to care for the surplus, and a well 
regulated scale of profits will be en­ 
joyed regardless of conditions or 
the supply on the market.

lined by Mr. Wm. Doherty, assist­

passenger agent, who 
hasbeen in 
close touch with the

Is the outcome of litigation institued 
in the courts of the District of Co­ 
lumbia by the DelaMare Indians in 
which Justice Anderson accepted an 
answ er made by Secretary Hitchcock 
that the segregation of the lands to the 
Delawares had not been approved by 
him.
